Experiment  of  Government. 

'Hut  not  only  was  Canada  the  first 
of  the  outl.viiii;  Doniinions  to  have  rep- 
ri  seiitathe  go\ernineiit,  and  the  llrat 
to  lia\e  responsible  government:  she

Conlrt 
we,  a  people  who  have  only  just 
nttiilned  the  elerht -million  marii,  havi- 
hoiM'fl.  ns  roiKlltions  are  in  the  world 
U>i\.\y.  to  maintjiln  this  vast  iTiheritanci' 
in  the  fare  of  the  trrowlnff  needs  of 
Kiirope.  of  the  frrowltit'  aniliitions  of  the 
«rent  nations  to  the  sotith.  the  ^till 
j^ renter  anihitions  and  still  Knater 
needs  of  some  of  the  powers  of  tho 
Orient — were  it  not  that  as  part  of  the 
Rrltlsh  Empire  it  is  not  the  power  of 
t'anadn  that  these  other  nations  have  to 
fenr,  hut  the  rishts  of  the  world- 
wide empire  to  which  we  helong.  AsU- 
inp  what  the  empire  means  to  us  ns 
;i  (^anadlan  people  we  are  forceil  to 
reply  that  the  pros:ress  we  have  made 
has  alone  heon  possiide.  our  very  ex- 
istence na  a  nation  has  alone  been 
guaranteed,  by  the  fact  that  the  Brit- 
ish flnjf  has  flown  in  all  the  strenuth 
and  fflory  whiih  it  symitolizes  from 
one  end  of  our  Dominion  to  the  oth^T. 

Canada's  Trade. 

"rut  tliat  is  not  all.  Not  only  have 
we  dv\'(loped  our  resources  find  built 
un  oui-  country  from  within  under 
this  sense  of  *?reat  security,  but  we 
have  I'Offun  to  pusli  our  trade  into 
other  parts  cf  ihe  world.  Already  w.'. 
ha\e  our  roinnif-rcial  ;iirents  In 
Kurope.  in  South  Africa,  in  Australia 
and  in  the  Orient;  already  our  farm- 
ers, our  manufacturers  and  mci-chants 
are  befrlnnlnp-  to  ship  their  Koods  in 
larfre  fiunn titles  to  tii«ae  far  distant- 
lands;  already  our  ships  ply  upon  the 
biyh  seas  to  all  quarters  of  the  slohe, 
anil  we  send  i,ur  ships  on  these  far- 
('.istant  niissluns  without  a  thouKht  as 
to  their  safety.  In  virtue  of  what'.'  In 
virtue  of  the  fact  that  in  s  lilir.ff  from 
a  Canadian  port,  that  In  tarry  ini^ 
Canadian  merchandise,  it  is  fro—  a. 
country  that  is  part  oi  the  ...uish 
'■'mpire.  and  as  nich  entitU'd  to  ail 
the  protection  for  whlcli  tiiat  empire 
htnnds. 

"I  wish  it  were  possiMe  for  nie  to 
bring  before  >ou  a  visicn  of  the  si^^- 
nlficance   of   that    power    to   our    future 


tr;;de  and  development,  as  I  had  the 
prlvilefje  of  aeelnff  it  (ui  a  recent  trip 
;;round  the  world.  Let  me.  for  a  mo- 
ment, take  you  In  thought  around  that 
route  which  It  was  my  privileee  to 
traverse,  and  picture  to  you.  if  I  can. 
what  is  the  siunltlcance  of  our  futur" 
trade,  our  future  eomm-rcial  and 
inthistrlal  developni' -it.  and  the  inher- 
itance we  have  in  t  eln^-  a  part  of  the 
lirliish  Empire.  v>f  all  the  :mpres 
slons  that  came  as  I  journeved  around 
the  world,  the  one  that  I  Lhinii  will 
remain  the  longest  was  the  impression 
of  the  extent  to  which  the  Itritish  Hag 
was  flying  In  all  quarters  of  tho 
glohe.  You  see  it  when  you  leave  Great 
Britain,  as  you  pass  Oihrnltar,  the 
.-trongest  fortress  in  the  world,  and 
over  that  fortre^.-?  the  Pritlsh  Hag 
Mies.  Next  you  come  to  Malta,  and 
there  again  you  see  the  flag  on  a 
fnitreT,-  which  heips  to  to  command 
the  Mediterranean.  You  get  out  of  the 
^^editerranean  Into  the  Suez  Canal, 
and  there  at  Port  Said  you  see  by  the 
side  of  the  residence  'of  the  Khe- 
d'\e.  tne  residence  of  the  British  coi'^- 
i;ilssi(,n<r,  and  the  Krifsh  liag  is  Vly- 
Ing  overhead.  As  you  leave  the  Red 
Sea  yu  touch  at  an  n:Id  spnt  called 
Aden,  and  there  yo\i  f^ce  camtlj  viiaw- 
iii.;:  the  guns  which  ai':*  part  of  the 
pr.'T'-tion  of  th;it  f  ,iiress  oi  Brit- 
ain. There,  too.  is  a  statue  of  Queen 
Vicvoria,  like  the  stihit  In  Qrei  n's 
Park  at  Toronto.  When  you  reach 
India  you  land  on  British  soil,  and  see 
a  group  of  countries  composed  of  mil- 
lions of  people,  ar  !  over  tho  whole  of 
that  empire  ther.  flies  the  Union 
Jack.  You  pursue  your  journey  far- 
ther; you  stop  next  at  Colomho,  the 
ocean  port  of  the  Island  of  Ceylon, 
than  which,  perhaps,  there  is  no  more 
beautiful  spot  on  the  face  of  the 
glohe,  .and  over  that  land  there  flie.s 
again  the  British  flag.  As  you  leave 
I'eylon,  and  before  entering  the  china 
Hea.  you  pass  through  the  Straits  of 
Malacca,  you  pass  the  Straits  Settle- 
ments, pass  Penang  and  Singapore, 
nud  here  again  you  see  flying  the  same 
old  Union  Jack;  and  after  coming  up 
tiirough  the  China  Sea  the  lirst  place 
you    see    is    that    beautiful      island      of

A   Part  of  the  Empire. 

"And,  ffpntlempn.  rnnifiiff  J>y  chantr, 
US  we  had  the  privilesie  of  coming. 
Into  thnt  hnrhor,  when  tho  sunllsht 
was  fnllinff  softly  on  the  funnols  of 
thp  shlpM  from  behind  tho  peaks  of 
Hone:  KonjT.  having  in  mind  the 
thonpht  that  this  was  paft  of  the 
British  Emplro  away  in  that  distant 
oast,  your  heart  would  have  boon 
thrilled.  Bnt  It  would  have  thrilled  tho 
m(  re  if  you  had  hoen  favorod,  a.s  I 
was.  on  coming-  into  that  harbor.  In 
seeing  a  white  vossol  flying  the  Union 
Jack,  and  (lying  also  the  ensign  of 
Canada — one  of  the  Canadian  Pacllii: 
fleet. 

"What  message  did  it  bring?  What 
did  It  say?  Tt  said,  as  if  in  word.'',  that 
one  might  leaye  London  tonight,  that 
one  might  oross  the  Attantic  to  Brit- 
ain, on  to  Egypt,  on  to  Aden,  on  to 
fndia.  to  Ce>ion  and  China,  across  tho 
Paoifie,  across  the  prairies  to  London, 
and  he  under  the  folds  of  the  Union 
Jack  the  whole  way  around  the  world. 
Is  it  any  wonder,  gentlemen,  that  wo 
should  feel  a  pride  in  belonging  to  an 
empire  such  as  that?  Is  it  any  won- 
der that  ye  are  triif  to  that  n.-ig.  that 
we  .'should  seek  to  remain  forever  a 
part  of  that  gi'dit  empire  which  is 
able  to  hold  in  poace  and  security 
the  tiifl'eront  parts  that  go  to  make 
up    the    whole? 

"Cut  that  is  not  all.  The  British  flag 
is  not  merely  tho  symliol  of  world-wide 
proto'  tinn  to  tiie  business  and  com- 
mor*  1  1 1  interests  of  the  Dominion — It 
has  a  wid''r  protecting  sign!  Ilea  nee 
than  this — it  g^uaranteos  a  larger  free- 
dom and  larger  iilierty.  Bi  itish  citi- 
zenship Is  the  most  \aluable  citlzen- 
t^hip  in  the  whole  world.  Regarded  as  a 
free  pa.-^s.  it  has  the  widest  currency. 
To  bo  a  British  citizen  born  in  the 
Dominion  guarantees  to  one  tlie  right 
to  travel  to  the  uttermost  corners  of 
the  earth,  and  to  do  so  with  the  l>el- 
ing:  that  there  is  no  wrong  or  lnju.';tioo 


t'  which  one  may  tie  subjected  that  the 
■Ji'iIp  Hrttisfi  Enitdre  may  not  be 
brought  to  have  redress.  You  remem- 
ber what  happened  in  the  days  of  Lord 
Palmerston.  at  a  time  when  (iroece 
was  in  a  state  of  unrest,  when  abso- 
lutism wa.-*  strusglinir  with  freedom, 
lonians  claiming  :o  be  UritNM  sub 
jects  r/ore  maltreated.  In  two  case.-* 
money  claims  of  British  subjects 
uffalnst  the  Govern  men  t  were  disre- 
garded; a  piece  of  land  belonging  to  a 
Scotchman  had  bet  n  incorporated  into 
tho  royal  garden,  .ind  the  price  set 
I'pon  it  refused:  the  liouse  of  Don 
Pacltlco,  a  Jew,  a  native  of  Gibraltar, 
had  been  sacked  by  the  nu)li.  without 
due  Interference  on  tho  part  of  tho 
police.  He  demanded  compensation  for 
ih-usafo,  for  property  destroyed,  and 
for  the  loss  of  certain  papers.  This 
Jew.  being  unable  to  obtain  justice  in 
a  Greek  court  of  law,  Jieing  a  native 
of  Gibraltar,  demanded  as  a  British 
subject  the  lu-ntetllon  of  the  British 
Covernment.  His  elaims  were  made 
the  subject  of  inteni;it  ionai  negotia- 
tion. At  length,  at  the  dose  of  1849. 
the  patience  of  the  Prime  Minister  of 
England  liecanio  exhausted.  A  British 
admiral,  in  charge  of  a  British  lleet. 
was  ordered  to  the  Piraeus,  the  Brit- 
ish ambassador  emtiarked  In  it,  the 
tlainn  were  a-^ain  formally  Ir.ld  be- 
fore the  kii!;;-.  and  upini  their  iielng- 
declined,  the  Piraeus  was  i<locUaded. 
siiips  of  the  Groek  navy  were  captured, 
and  merchant  vessels  secured  by  way 
t)f  matirial  yuaranteo  lor  iinvment. 
Vou  will  rememlier  that  Lord  I'almor- 
ston  %vas  attacked  in  the  House  of 
Coni-ii()ns  on  the  ground  that  this  was 
a  L  nre-'ipitou.-;  action  on  the  part 
of  .Minister    of    Foreign     Affairs. 

bur  ,ou  will  remember  that  In  his 
I  tph-  Lnr.i  Palmerston  uttorec  words 
niHmor.ihli  \o  q\  v:y  lit  iti-^li  subject; 
that  in  an  Impassioned  appeal  to  tho 
House  of  Commons  ho  asserted  the 
policy  v.hich  since  that  date  has  been 
j.n  axiom  of  government  in  the  empire: 
'As  the  Roman  in  day?  of  old  held 
himself  free  from  indignity  when  he 
could  say,  Civis  Romanus  sum.  so  also 
a  British  subject,  in  whate\er  lantl  h;
